In One Short Year These Households, Selected in Ten 
Opportunities Drive, Work Selves Out of Miserable 
Plights to Road Leading to Security... - 


By LAMAR Q. BALL. 4 

Just a year ago today, 10 At- 
lanta families viewed life hope- 
lessly. They lacked the bare ne- 
cessities — food, clothing, shelter, 
warmth. They wanted to go on, 
but their paths were beset with 
discouraging obstacles. 

Today, eight of those 10 fami- 
lies have worked themselves out 
of their miserable plights and are 
moving along the road to security, 
encouraged and determined. 

Those eight cases illustrate what 
good was done by the money that 
Atlantans contributed a year ago 
to the 10 Opportunity Families. 

Chosen for Courage. 

Those families were selected for 
The Constitution by the Family 
Welfare Society and they were se- 
lected because workers of that 
agency understood that those per- 
sons had the courage and the will 
to help themselves if someone else 
merely lifted them to their feet. 

This year, 10 more Opportunities 
will be offered to Atlanta. Be- 
ginning Sunday, readers of The 
Constitution will be brought face 
to face each day with the prob- 
lems of some one little family 
group, 10 of them in all, and ail 
of them eager to continue life if 
someone will be good enough to 
help them over the top of this 
hill. 

Just that little lift is all they 
want. They will go on from there, 
with their own strength, if At- 


>lanta will, as it has so generously 


in the past, help them sweep the 
obstacles from their path right 
now, obstacles that threaten to dis- 
rupt their family unit. 

Consider Mrs. M. 


Just as an instance of what can 
be done, consider the case of Mrs. 
M. and her three children, who 
were struggling hopelessly a year 
ago to find some means of con- 
tinuing as a family: 

Mrs. M., unable to get work, 
dreaded the prospect of having to 
lose her three children by sur- 
rendering them for adoption or to 
some institution where she would 
see little of them. 

This little family was listed 
among the Ten Opportunities and 
today, Mrs. M. has made good on 
a full-time job, which takes care 
of her expenses. 

The three children have been in 
school regularly and have had ex- 
cellent school grades. The money 
which continued to come from the 
Opportunity Fund after the moth- 
er had landed her job, was used 
te buy necessary furnishings for 
the home, so that they are living 
comfortably, are happy and self- 
supporting. 

Consider the case of the boy 
called “Warren.”

WPA TO PROVIDE 
950,000 NEW JOBS 


U. S. Orders. $23,000,000- 
a-Month in Spending 
as Aid to Employment. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—(?)— 
The government ordered a $23,- 
000,000-a-month increase in WPA 
spending today to cope with 
mounting unemployment. 

Harry L. Hopkins, the works 


progress administrator, announced 
that work relief projects would be 
expanded within the next few 
weeks to provide 350,000 addi- 
tional jobs. 

His announcement increased 
speculation as to whether Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s announeed goal 
of a balanced budget in the next 
fiscal year could be achieved in 
view of the business recession. 

Hopkins said he was not think- 
ing at this time of asking a defi- 
fiency appropriation to supple- 
went the $1,275,000,000 the Presi- 
dent has budgeted for WPA this 
fiscal year, which ends next June 


30. 
Not to Exceed Sum. 

The $23,000,000-a-month in- 
crease will come out of the $1,- 
275,000,000. Up to now WPA has 
been spending at the rate of $100,- 
000,000 a month, so that at the end 
of November, $500,000,000 had 
been spent, and $775,000,000 was 
left.

ROBERT PRINGLE, 
ARCHITECT, DIES 


Designer of Number of 
Large Buildings Suc- 
cumbsAfterLong Illness. 


Robert Smith Pringle, Atlanta 
architect and designer of a num- 


ber of large buildings and resi- 
dences here, died yesterday after- 
noon at his home, 804 Oakdale 
road. He was 54. 

In bad health for the past three 
years, Mr. Pringle succumbed to 
a heart ailment following a few 
days’ illness. 

Educated in the public schools 
of Charleston and Columbia, S. C., 
and in Verners Academy, Colum- 
bia, he began his architectural 
practice in Columbia in 1902. 

After five years in that city, 
Mr. Pringle came to Atlanta and 
entered business for himself, Fif- 
teen years passed and in 1922 he 
and Francis P. Smith formed the 
firm, Pringle & Smith, of which 
he was the senior partner. 

Designed Bank Building. 

During the years prior to the 
formation of the firm, Mr. Prin- 
gle designed the Fulton National 
Bank building.

Drops Five-Man. Board 
for Single Official;

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—(4)— 
The house labor committee ap- 
proved tonight an amendment to 


the wage-hour bill giving authority 
over the determination of mini- 
mum wages and maximum hours 
to a single administrator in the 
Labor Department. 

By a note of nine to six, it 
adopted a proposal by Chairman 
Norton, Democrat, New Jersey, to 
scrap the idea of a five-man ad- 
ministrative board. The latter type 
of administration has been approv- 
ed by the senate. 

Earlier in the day administration 
leaders passed the word/that cer- 
tain concessions offered to south- 
ern critics of the wage-hour bill 
had brought enough of them into 
line to provide an. impregnable 
majority against any Republican 
effort to weaken the bill. 

Industry Represented. 

The single administrator would 
be directed to appoint a commit- 
tee for each industry. for .which} 


hours are to be fixed. Employers 
and labor would have equal rep- 
resentation on this committee 
which, in turn, would select three 
more members representing the 
public. 

The entire group would go into 
all the factors involved and make 
recommendations about hours and 
wages to the administrator. The 
latter would be empowered to ap- 
prove or reject their proposals. 

If the administrator should re- 
ject the recommendations, the 
committee would reopen the entire 
question and if, upon a second} 
vote, it should persist in its orig-

Arctic winds from frozen Cana-

across northern United States and 
into the deep south Thursday 
night, and weather observers of- 
fered no predictions for relief. 

As the nation’s initial cold wave 
continued unabated, its death toll 
rose to 90—caused by exposure, 
freezing, fire and highway acci- 


dents. 
5 Die at Niagara. 

Five ‘died in one of. the -worst 
snowstorms of the Niagara fron- 
tier; five were killed in an auto- 
mobile-train crash at Burt, Iowa; 
a mother and her five children 
were burned to death in Oregon, 
Iil., and eight died at Knoxville, 
Tenn., from overheated stoves. 

A 70-mile-an-hour gale whip- 
d the Pacific coast, cancelling 
all air flights east and north, and 
ships at sea reported mountain- 
ous waves. A message from the 
Farallone Islands, off.San Fran- 
cisco’s Golden Gate, told of a‘ 50 
miles an hour wind velocity and a 
fast-dropping barometer. 

Hurricane Warnings. 

Hurricane warnings flew from 
Monterey to Seattle, there were 
heavy rains, and the weather bu- 
reau reported that for the first 


‘time in history “whole gale warn- 


ings” were. flown in San Fran- 
cisco. Typhoon conditions were 
reported along clipper ship routes, 
and Pan-American Airways 
grounded ships at Honolulu and 
Manila.. 

The death toll in western .Penn- 
sylvania rose to eight. Three chil- 
dren were killed in coasting ac- 
cidents. One person died in New 
Orleans from exposure.

Election Called by Oregon 
Governor To Break 
120-Day Deadlock 


PORTLAND, Ore., Dec. 9.—() 
Employes of the Inman-Poulsen 
Lumber Company chose the CIO 
as collective bargaining agency to- 
day by a vote of 376 to 183. 

About 100 of the Inman-Pulsen 
Company’s 593 employes began 
balloting shortly after 1 p. m. 

The election was called by Gov- 
ernor Charles Martin in an at- 
tempt to break the deadlock which 
had tied up Portland’s lumber in- 
dustry for 120 days. Complica- 
tions were considered likely, how- 
ever, regardless of tiie outcome. 

CIO Union Certified. 

Although the National Labor Re- 
lations Board certified the CIO- 
affiliated International Wood- 
workers’ Association as the bar- 
gaining agent for the Oregon- 
Washington millworkers, Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor forces re- 
fused to recognize the award and 
began a boycott. 

While the CIO agreed to “co- 
operate” in the election, its lead- 
ers indicated they might invoke 
provisions of the Wagner act 
against the company if the AFL 
won.

all attempting changes were voted 
down. Speaker Roy Harris, of 
Richmond, joined Gross, of Ste- 
phens, the bill’s author, in fighting 
for its passage with few amend- 
ments. : 
Bill Goes to Senate. 

Gross’ bill, which now goes to 
the senate, provides that as much 
revenue as was raised by the $3 
tag in 1936 shall go to the State 
Highway Department for state-aid 
roads, with all in excess of that 


amount used to repay the approx- 
imate $2,000,000 diverted from 
state highway funds by the pre- 
vious administration. After this 
diversion is repaid, this amount 
goes to the rural post roads of 
Georgia. 

Harris and Gross declared that 
another bill to require the high- 
way department to expend as 
much as $7,500 during 1938 in each 
county has been introduced and 
assured its passage. 

Bill Amended. 


The senate amended the house- 
approved stabilization bill before 
it was adopted, 31 to 3, thus send- 
ing it back to the lower house. 
However, senate leaders said the 
changes in this bill, which was 
urgently requested by the admin- 
istration, were mostly in phrase- 
ology and it was expected would 
not receive opposition in the house. 
The stabilization bill places 10 per 
cent, instead of 3, of allocated 
funds in the state treasury. 

The debentures bill, asked for 
by Governor Rivers, received 37 
ayes and no nays in the senate. It 
enables the borrowjng of money 
by departments fis anticipated 
revenue for use in the eleemosy- 
nary institutions. 

The bill to increase the fees of 
tax collectors, backed by several 
administration senators, lost by a 
vote of 21 for to 19 against, be- 
cause it is necessary to secure 27 
favorable votes on a measure of 
this kind. The bill would have 
raised collectors’ pay about 30 per 
cent and was sponsored because 
of losses due to homestead exemp- 
tions. 

Bill To Reform Prisons, 

The first of the administra- 
tion’s bills to bring about prison 
reform in Georgia came yester- 
day as Senator Purdom, of Black- 
shear, and Senator Lindsay, of De- 
catur, introduced a measure to 
abolish the’ present prison com- 
mission and to set up a state pa- 
role commission, the members of 
which would automatically be the 
members of the present prison 
commission. 

The new commission would 
have charge of granting all pa- 
roles, pardons and probations, in- 
cluding suspended sentences and 
all acts of clemency. 

The three members would su- 
pervise parolees and probationers, 
as one part of prison reform

. 16 Bills Passed. 

Senators passed 16 local bills 
during a short and routine session 
yesterday. Included in the local 
bills: was one affecting Fulton 
county, in that it added a part of 
Techwood drive to the state high- 
way System in order to extend the 
street arid connect two other state 
highways in the city of Atlanta. 
This was sponsored by the Fulton 
county delegation and is ready for 
the Governor’s signature. 

In the house, a number of bills 
came into the hopper preceding 
the spirited but brief debate on 
the motor vehicle license bill. 

Bill To Ban Balm Suits. 

A proposal to outlaw alienation 
of affection and breach of prom- 
ise suits in Georgia was contain- 
ed in a bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Welsch, of Cobb county. 
Short and te the point, the bill 
would bar any such suits being en- 
tered in the superior court of the 
state. It is similar to laws recent- 
ly adopted in New York and oth- 
er states. 

Representative Reid, of Carroll, 
proposed in a bill that wholesale 
dealers in farm products be re- 
quired to purchase a $50 annual 
license and to furnish a bond to 
the state in order to operate. 


Hearing Lacks Fire. 


The hearing before the Sabados 
committee lacked the usual fire of 
hearings on the repeal measures, 
which heretofore have been out- 
standing events of the legislative 
sessions. Stunned by the ruling of 
the attorney general sponsors of 
the Thomas bill offered a little in 
the way of testimony while the 
drys, though primed to combat any 
offensive, limited their discussions 
much more than usual. 

Representative L. A. Whipple, of 
Bleckley, and Representative Ran- 
dall Evans, of McDuffie, dry lead- 
ers of the house, were present but 
did not speak. 

“I do not think it is necessary 
to take up the committee’s time,” 
Judge Whipple said. “The bills 
now before the committee do not 
even have the support of the most 
ardent wets in the house. Some 
of those who fought hardest for 
repeal during the regular session 
have informed me that they are 
going to vote against any repeal 
plan now. They agree with us that 
the people of the state have spoken 
and they stand ready to abide by 
the will of the majority.” 


Heads Opposition. 

W. W. Gaines, of Atlanta, chair- 

man of the Consolidated Forces for 
Prohibition, headed the opposition 
to the bills. 
Mr. Gaines presented a num- 
ber of speakers including Dr. W. H. 
Faust, chairman of the social serv- 
ice group of the Georgia Baptist 
Convention; Dr. C. C. Jarrell, 
presiding elder of the Atlanta dis- 
trict ‘of the North Georgia Meth- 
odist Conference; Judge Claud C.

RAILS ASK SPEED 


NN RATE. DECISION 


Urge ICC to Grant Increase; 
Atlanta C. of C. 
Joins Plea. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—(>)— 
An immediate increase in railroad 
rates is imperative to avert bank- 
ruptcies, the Association of Amer- 
ican Railroads told the Interstate 
Commerce Commission today. 
Shipping interests quickly called 
the plea “absurd.” 

The commission has been hold- 
ing hearings on a request, submit- 
ted several weeks ago, that freight 
rates be increased 15 per cent and 
eastern coach fares from 2 to 2 1-2 
cents a*mile. It is estimated the 
increase’ would amount to more 
than $500,000,000. 

Immediate Action Utged. 

In the ordinary course, the com- 
mission might not dec:de about the 
request: for weeks. But the rail- 
road association asked that the 
new charges go into effect imme- 
diately, pending later determina- 
tion of a permanent rate struc- 
ture. 

Wilbur Laroe Jr., representing 
large paper interests, told report- 
ers: “It’s absurd to think the com- 
mission, considering the millions 
of dollars at stake, will prejudge 
the merits of the issue by deciding 
the case before the evidence is 
submitted.” 

“T am doubtful,” he said, 
“whether the shippers will even 
dignify the motion with a reply.” 

The commission heard from a 
number of businessmen statements 
that they and groups they repre- 
sented favored an increase in rail- 
road rates. 

Moore Offers Resolution. 

Wiley L. Moore, of Atlanta, Ga., 
representing the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce and shipping inter- 
ests of that city, offered a resolu- 
tion by the chamber’s board of di- 
rectors asking that relief be grant- 
ed the railroads. He expressed 
belief that if the carriers receiv- 
ed more revenue, ‘“‘they will spend 

uch of the incbease for the pur- 
chase of materials, new equip- 
ment, and things of that kind 
which will go a long way toward 
stopping the present recession in 
business.

Interpretation of Own Famous Composition, “Prelude in 
C Sharp Minor,” Wins Tremendous Ovation;

Sergei Rachmaninoff, revered 
by music lovers the world over 
for his triple genius—pianist, com- 
poser, conductor—gave the third 
concert in the All-Star Series to 
an audience of approximately 5,- 
000 at the Fox theater last night.

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THE WORLD VIEW OF BUSINESS 

Prevailing conditions do not indicate the 
imminence of any major economic depression, 
World Trade, organ of the International Cham- 
ber of Commerce, finds after a careful survey 
of world-wide economic conditions. 

The business recession of the late summer 
this year is regarded more as a period of “rela- 
tive stagnation” at existing levels of activity 
than as an actual lessening of industrial activ- 
ity, and the survey says it is not unreasonable 
“to look forward to renewed activity promoted 
through private investment at home and 
abroad.” 

It is pointed out that, taking the world as 
a whole, economic activity has been on the up- 
grade, since 1932, for five consecutive years. 
World exports and imports which, admittedly, 
lagged behind domestic improvement during 
the first part of the recovery period, showed 
strong increases in 1936 and a still greater ad- 
vance in the first half of 1937. The advance 
for 1936, according to statistics by the League 
of Nations, was more than 5 per cent in quan- 
tity and nearly 8 per cent in value. In the 
second quarter of 1937 the value of world trade 
was more than 31 per cent greater than for the 
same period in 1936. The volume of interna- 
tional trade for that period was 96 per cent of 
the highest 1929 level, while in many individual 
countries the foreign trade exceeded the 1929 


peak. 
Eliot Wadsworth, chairman of the American 


section of the international chamber, analyzes 
the American factor in the world markets in a 
special article. He points out that America, in 
a few years, has changed the character of her 
exports from faw materials to manufactured 
goods, in the order of quantity importance, Dur- 
ing the same period America has changed from 
a net debtor to the rest of the world to its 
greatest creditor. 

Pointing out that international credit must 
be reorganized, providing new and better facili- 
ties for transferring credits around the world, 
Mr. Wadsworth declares that the foundations 
for the new system must be the same as for 
the old. They are the good credit of nations 
which practice sound finance and maintain 
stable value for their currencies with gold re- 
serves. 

Mr. Wadsworth describes tariff-and other 
hampering factors in world trade as “clots in 
the arteries of international trade which seri- 
ously affect its vitality.” These must be cleared 
away, he adds. 

He then speaks in highest praise of the re- 
ciprocal trade treaty policy of Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull, saying that the nation may well 
feel proud that the United States, through this 
policy, is taking the lead in a program essen- 
tial for continued world prosperity and world 
peace. 

The Hull treaties serve to reduce, a few 
bricks at a time, the walls that check the flow 
. of goods from nation to nation. It is slow work, 
but progress is steady and good results are 
already evident. 

The proposed trade treaty between the 
United States and Britain represents by far the 
most important single item in this program. It 
is the keystone of the arch that supports inter- 
national commercial traffic. Its possibilities for 
good have already been glimpsed in the revela- 
tion that it will make possible a resumption of 
war debt payments by Britain to this country. 

Of particular interest to the south is the fact 
that, by letting down some of the bars to the 
import of British goods into the United States, 
the British textile interests will be able to se- 
cure credits with which to buy American cotton, 
And, if those credits become available, it is cer- 
tain that British textile manufacturers will pre- 
fer American cotton over much of the rival 
staple produced in other countries. 
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VITALIZING THE CYCLORAMA 

The Cyclorama of the Battle of Atlanta, at 
Grant Park, is one of the greatest tourist-at- 
tracting assets possessed by the city. Few At- 
lantans realize the value of this great painting 
belonging to the city. 

Now it is proposed to “dramatize” that pic- 
ture, by the use of lighting, sound and motion 
picture effects, to create the illusion of an 
actual, moving reproduction of the battle in 
progress. Such a plan if successfully material- 
ized, would add immeasurably to the interest 
of the pictured story. 

As the plans are now worked out it is not 
intended that the added effects shall be in 
operation all the time. They would be used 
only at stated hours. Atlantans as well as 
visitors would thus be enabled to visit the 
cyclorama at a given hour when they would 
see a drama re-enacted before their eyes of 
surpassingly greater fascination than any fic- 
tionalized story of stage or screen. 

The privilege of seeing the Battle of Atlanta 
realistically re-enacted ts one that cannot be 
measured, for those who have, today, stood 
upon the same terrain where the struggle raged. 

That the improvements would quickly pay 


for themselves is a foregone conclusion. In- 
creased admission receipts would, in a com- 
paratively short time, repay the cost and bring 
in an increased revenue. 

The proposal has already received the ap- 
proval of the finance committee of city council. 
The budget commission is to be asked to in- 
clude the necessary funds in its new finance 
sheet. Then it is to be hoped that council itself 
will provide for an early start on the necessary 
work. 


COTTON FOR JAPAN? 

Recent confidential advices from Tokyo re- 
veal that the cotton-producing section of the 
United States has a direct and vital interest in 
the policies of the Flowery Kingdom in regard 
to its attack on China. 

It is reported that a special Japanese tex- 
tile mission will sail for the United States in 
the near future. Its objective will be to secure 


credits in this country with which it can pur- 
chase American cotton. | 

Significant in the report is the admission 
that the Japanese recognize there is a strong 
anti-Japanese sentiment in this country, based 
on sympathy for the Chinese victims of the 
unofficial war in the Orient, and therefore the 
textile leaders do not expect credits to be ad- 
vanced through the usual channels in the east. 
They doubt, it is stated, “that the Export-Im- 
port Bank will advance credits.” 

Faced with this situation, the Japanese tex- 
tile mission plans to attempt to make private 
arrangements directly with southern cotton- 
producing interests, ignoring the usual facili- 
ties for export credits at New York. 

There is one eventuality, however, which 
would effectively bar such a plan. That would 
be for the Sino-Japanese war to be officially 
declared. If Tokyo should formally inform the 
world it has declared war on China, President 
Roosevelt would be forced to invoke the United 
States neutrality act, which prohibits all Amer- 
ican credits to a belligerent. 

Thus there appears to be direct southern in- 
terest in the policies of Tokyo militarists. If 
the war remains “unofficial,” arrangements 
may be perfected for large shipments of Ameri- 
can cotton to Japan. If the war becomes ortho- 
dox, those shipments will be impossible. 

Despite all arguments that the Sino-Japa- 
nese situation is no concern of Uncle Sam’s, 
the south is, economically, directly concerned 
in the conflict. 


TO CONTROL CANCER 

Georgia, and 41 other states, has launched 
its annual campaign for the control of cancer. 
It is under the sponsorship of the Women’s 
Field Army of the American Society for the 
Control of Cancer. In this state Mrs. H. B. 
Ritchie, of Athens, is in charge of the drive, 
which is conducted with the active co“opera- 
tion of the Medical Association of Georgia and 
the State Deparment of Public Health. 

One of the most important steps toward re- 
ducing the cancer mortality of the United 
States is education. There has been, through 
the years, a widespread belief that cancer is 
almost invariably fatal. This erroneous belief 
induces a mental attitude on the part of those 
afflicted with the disease which contributes 
largely to the mortality rates. 

Cancer, in its earlier stages, is easily cur- 
able. In most cases a comparatively simple 
surgical operation restores the patient to nor- 
mal and removes forever the danger. 

It is only when the disease is neglected and 
permitted to progress to an advanced Stage 
that the hope of cure becomes slim. It is thus 
vitally important to secure prompt examina- 
tion by a competent physician at the first sus- 
picion of cancer growth. The history of cancer, 
in fact, emphasizes once again the importance 
of everyone undergoing a thorough physical ex- 
amination at regular periods, regardless of a 
supposedly good physical condition or not, 

Enlistment in the Women’s Field Army costs 
only a nominal sum. The money collected is 
used for the dissemination of public informa- 
tion upon cancer and for other important 
phases of the carefully mapped campaign 
against this disease.

More Marvels 


To Come. 

In an address delivered in Lon- 
don before the annual conference 
of the Empire Press Union, Sir 
Roderick Jones, K. B. E., chair- 
man of Reuters, that great Euro- 
pean news gathering organization, 
gives some fascinating glimpses of 
news transmitting methods which 
will be in general use in the not 
so distant future. 

After discussing the use of the 
teletype, or direct printer, he goes 
into a forecast:of the coming fac- 
simile telegraphy. 

The teletype, for the sake of 
those of you unfamiliar with mod- 
ern newspaper operation, is a ma- 
chine which, while the operator 
may write, as on a typewriter, in 
one office, the written words come 
off a synchronized machine in a 


distant city. In fact, they may 
come off many machines in many 


cities, simultaneously, all from the 
one operator at home base, as it 
were. 

However, teletypes are routine 
equipment nowadays and it is the 
facsimile telegraphy which holds 
interest today. Of this, Sir Rode- 
rick said: 


Transmitting 


Whole Columns. 

“We are promised facsimile tel- 
egraphy which will reproduce 
whole columns in a few minutes, 
and machines, already in use on 
some private wires, that will not 
only deliver the copy by telegraph, 
but set it up in type. 

“Technically the operation of 
typesetting by telegraph is com- 
paratively simple, but it is not 
likely to be adopted for agency 
and press association services; dif- 
ferent newspapers naturally pre- 
fer to sub-edit and set the mes- 
sages in their own way. Facsimile 
transmission, on the other hand, 
probably will be used for these 
services. 

“It involves entirely . different 
principles from those underlying 
the direct printer system, and the 
high speed attained today by tele- 
printing may yet be made to look 
ridiculous. Facsimile transmission 
is not a process of sending mes- 
sages letter by letter, but of scan- 
ning a piece of copy in such a way 
that the whole of the sheet put into 
the sending machine comes out at 
the other end after the manner of 
picture transmission or television. 

“So far, facsimile transmission 
is used only for pictures, draw- 
ings, advertisements, and so on, 
not for news messages, as certain 
parts of the process are still slower 
or more expensive than ordinary 
teleprinting when it comes to 
sending straightforward text mat- 
er. 


“Much inventive genius is en- 
gaged in searching for simplifica- 
tions and improvements which 
sooner or later may lead to whole 
messages, irrespective of length, 
being delivered to newspaper of- 
fices in a flash, instead of being 
spelt out, be it ever so swiftly, let- 
ter by letter.” 

From the days of the first lino- 
type there is no industry in the 
world which uses, in matter of 
fact routine, more marvels of in- 
ventive genius than the newspa- 
per. But from Sir Roderick’s ad- 
dress, it is apparent that the mar- 
vels of today will fade before 
those to come tomorrow.

The Church 


In Danger. 

NEW YORK.—Now that the 
church is fully awake to the fact 
that a world-wide war is being 
waged against it, what does it in- 
tend to do about the matter? This 
question is asked by Ernest M. 
Hodgdon in the New York Times. 
He asks this question apropos, of 
an address by Charles H. Tuttle, 
delivered before the Greater Fed- 
eration of New York Churches re- 
cently. “Do something it must, or 
perish,” says Mr. Hodgdon, and he 
adds: “It is a truism that nothing 
happens without some adequate 
cause. Has the church consider- 
ed the possibility that the cause 
may be found in the failure to 
keep step with modern trends in 
education and science and educa- 
tion?” 

I am not convinced, as Mr. 
Hodgdon is, that the church is ful- 


ly awake to the fact that it is un- 
der a heavy and devastating cross- 
fire. I do not believe that the 
church, some notable individual 
churchmen excepted, is awake at 
all. I believe it is fast asleep, its 
senses deadened by a notion of 
false security. Mr. Hodgdon sug- 
gests a pooling of resources on the 
part of the various Protestant 
churches in this country in order 
to be able to withstand the on- 
slaught of the storm that is dis- 
cernible -with menacing intent on 
the horizon. He urges a higher 
standard of pay and learning for 
clergymen.

AMERICAN DANCER 
SSLAN IN FRANCE 


Jean De Koven’s Body Found 
as Exile Confesses Kill- 
ing Four Others. 


ST. CLOUD, France, Dec. 9.— 
(P)—The body of Jean De Koven, 
a strangler’s cord still cutting deep 
into her neck, was dug up by po- 
lice today after a German fugi- 
tive confessed the pretty Ameri- 
can dancer was the first of five 
victims he killed to get “money to 
eat.” 

Police were seeking a blond 
“mystery woman who spoke 
French only with difficulty.” They 
expressed belief she had taken 
part in the killing of four men 
victims. 

Eugene Weidmann, a German 
runaway from military service, 
led police to the isolated St. Cloud 
villa where he had lived more 
than four months with the 22- 
year-old Brooklyn, N. Y., girl’s 
body. buried in the clay beneath 
the front porch. 

“De Koven? From behind I 
strangled her—she fell like a rag 
doll,” police quoted Weidmann as 
saying. 

Murders Netted: $1,000. 

Police said that the curly-haired 
German confessed quietly to slay- 
ing Miss De Koven, object of a 
nation-wide search since she dis- 
appeared July 25, and the four 
men, all of whom were shot in 
the back of the head. The murders 
netted Weidmann about $1,000, po- 
lice said he told them. 
~Weidmann was captured at his 
villa last night. A gun fight end- 
ed when a wounded policeman 
struck him down with the hammer 
Weidmann had used to stun one 
of his victims. 

Georges Berry, investigating 
magistrate at Versailles, said Weid- 
mann told police he took the girl 
to his villa, kept her over night 
and strangled her the next day, 
after they had shared a bottle of 
milk. 

Weidmann, Berry declared, said 
both he and the girl were hungry, 
and the only food in the house was 
the milk. 

Her fully-clothed body was en- 
cased in red clay when it was dug 
up from beneath the porch of Vil- 
la La Voulzie, which is set in a 
half acre of wooded ground on an 
isolated hill. Her hat was still on 
her head. Buried with her was a 
white leather pocketbook, half 
open, from which a fountain pen, 
pencil and some letters protruded. 

Two Other Bodies Found, . 

In the basement of the villa po- 
lice found the body of Fritz From- 
mer, German Jew, who once was 
Weidmann’s cell mate in a Ger- 
man prison, and Raymond Leso- 
bre, the real estate agent for the 
villa. Frommer was killed on No- 
vember 22, Lesobre on November 
27. 
The first of the men to be slain 
was a taxi driver, Joseph Coffey, 
on September 7. Roger Leblond, a 
broker, was killed on October 16. 

It was after confessing the oth- 
er slayings, police said, that 
Weidmann broke down and con- 
fessed the De Koven strangling. 

“There is something else,” he 
was quoted as saying. “Last July ] 
did a terrible thing, but it is too 
terrible to tell you. I can not say 
it. Give me a pencil and a scrap of 
paper.” 

On the paper he wrote: “Jean De 
Koven.”’ 

“Yes I did it. Pardon me! 

“Miss Jean De Koven came of 
her owf ‘free will to my house in 
St. Cloud. We gossiped and smok- 
ed cigarets together—then her 
handbag tempted me. From be- 
hind and with my hands I stran- 
gled her. 

“She fell like a rag doll.” 

Killed to Get Money. 

He told police he had arrived in 
France in May and worked at 
the Paris Exposition as an inter- 
preter.

ASK T2-CENT LNT 


Senators Would Have Gov- 
ernment Buy Cotton in 
Open Market. ~ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—(P)— 
Seven southern senators sought 
support tonight for their proposal 
to have the government but cot- 
ton in the open market in an at- 
tempt to raise prices to 12 cents 
a pound. 

Chairman Smith, Democrat, 
South Carolina, of the senate ag- 
riculture committee, offered the 
proposal today as an amendment 
to the ever-normal, granary bill 
pending in the senate, 

Under the amendment the gov- 
ernment - controlled Commodity 
Credit Corporation would go into 
the open market and purchase cot- 
ton as long as the price was un- 
der 12 cents a pound, limiting 
purchases to a maximum of 6,- 
000,000 bales. 

Smith said the buying would be 
a safe investment for the govern- 
ment because, under the compul- 
sory cotton control plan now fe- 
fore the senate, the price of cot- 
ton would be increased to 12 
cents. 

The veteran South Carolinian 
announced his program after a 
conference with Senators Bank- 
head, Alabama; Byrnes, South 
Carolina; Bilbo, Mississippi; 
George, Georgia; Thomas, Okla- 
homa, and Hatch, New Mexico. 

Chairman Jesse H. Jones, of the 
RFC, which supplies funds for the 
Commodity Credit Corporation, 
attended the conference but de- 
clined comment. 


MEDICINE 1S HELD 
BiG AS GOVERNMENT 


Dr. Seth Brumm Speaking 
Before Dentists Opposes 
Socialized Health Bill. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—(4)—Dr. 
Seth A. Brumm, former president 
of the Philadelphia County Medi- 
cal Society, today attacked social- 
ized medicine as a project backed 
in many cases by “politically con- 
trolled organizations.” 

“If the practice of medicine were 
to be considered as an industry, 
you would find it was a larger 
concern than the United States 
government,” said Dr. Brumm. 

He spoke at a meeting of Great- 
er New York dentists, sponsors of 
which stated that no speeches rep- 
resented the views of the meeting 
“or of the New York dental pro- 
fession.” 

Not naming the “politically con- 
trolled organizations,” Dr. Brumm, 
a physician, continued: 

“It is quite easily understood 
why the practice of medicine 
should be selected for socialization 
(state dispensation of medical 
treatment) because governmental 
powers realize what an important 
item it is to our social structure.” 


SCHOOL SHIP SAFE 


Yacht With Sons of Rich 
Aboard Is Refloated. 


MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 9.—(UP)— 
The 58-foot yacht Polaris, winter 
“floating school” with nine aboard, 
which had been aground in Ba- 
haman waters since Monday 
night, was refloated today by a 
coast guard patrol boat and re- 
ported proceeding to Nassau. 

The Polaris, owned by William 
M. Pond, a Cambridge (Mass.) 
teacher, has been used by him 
for five years to take sons of well- 
to-do families on southern cruises. 

A plane which flew a gasoline 
bilge pump to the Polaris from 
Miami today made the refloating 
possible.

A blind radio operator drew praise 
from the War Department today. 

Major General J. O. Mauborgne, 
chief signal officer, wrote Henry 
Lehman, Orlando, Fla., congratu- 
lating him on his “most unusual 
accomplishments in the field of 
radio.” Lehman has been blind 
from early childhood. 

“So far as I know,” wrote Gen- 
eral Mauborgne, “you are the only 
member of the army amateur ra- 
dio system who is master of both 
the Braille systems and the inter- 
national Morse code and is able to 
combine them. This is a most un- 
usual feat and reflects great credit 
upon you.”

Article 11. Yates, Lansing, 

Davie, Baldwin, Martin, Mason, 
the Messrs. Pickney. 

Robert Yates, chief justice of 
New York, and John Lansing, 
mayor of Albany, same state, quit 
the convention on July 5 because 
of its inroads against state rights. 
They left nobody from New York 
but Hamilton, whose influence 
was nothing and whose vote now 
would not count since it took two 
to cast New York’s vote. 


Yates was one of the very out- 
standing defenders of the states 
and fought every proposal to con- 
centrate more power in the gen- 
eral government. Lansing stood 
by him. Though neither therefore 
signed the Constitution, their in- 
fluence in the convention was 
great because while there they 
cast New York’s vote for decen- 
tralization, killing Hamilton’s vote. 


Abraham Baldwin, of Georgia, 
was eminent in composing differ- 
ences between the south and New 
England, having been born and 
reared in the latter, Connecticut. 
He opposed the northern states’ 
demand for undue influence in the 
government, saying that the Union 
had never been anything but “a 
vortex for drawing benefits to the 
more central states” and away 
from the south.

General Charies Cotesworth 
Pinckney and Charles Pinckney 
were celebrated in South Carolina 
as gentlemen of = distinction, 
wealth, courage, statesmanship 
and defenders of the honor of the 
individual states. The former was 
41, the latter 30. Charles Pinckney 
was the more forceful of the two 
in the convention, but the former 
was staunch in fighting for the 
south (with its smaller popula- 

ion) and for representation in the 

general government of the states 
as states and not as consolidated 
people.

CONSUMERS FIGHT 
SOFT COAL PRICES 


Government Determination 
of Amounts Charged Call- 
ed Discriminatory. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—(P)— 
Several witnesses who said they 
spoke for consumers found fault 
today with the new, government- 
fixed prices for soft coal. 

They testified at a conference 
called by the consumers’ counsel 
of the National Bituminous Coal 
Commission. 

The new prices, fixed last week, 
are to go into effect December 16. 
Price-fixing was provided for by 
the second Guffey act, put through 
congress last year at the request 
of the United Mine Workers and 
about half the industry. 

Alex Pisciota, deputy commis- 
sioner of markets in New York 
city, called the prices “excessive 
and discriminatory” in many in- 
stances, and proposed a resolution 
asking the commission to delay 
putting the prices into effect until 
consumers had been given a hear- 
ing. The resolution was referred to 
a committee.

Mehre Hasn’t Been Of- 
fered Job, Says Athletic 
Head. 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., Dec. 9.— 
(P)—The University of Michigan, 
one of football's strongholds since 
the turn of the century, was in the 
market for a new coach tonight. 

Harry G. Kipke, one-time All- 
American pupil of Fielding H. 
Yost, was notified today by the 
university board in control of 
athletics that his contract would 
not be renewed when it expires on 
June 1, 1938. 


Harry Mehre, resigned head 
coach at the University of Georgia, 
has not received an offer for the 
position, Ralph Aigler, Michigan 
athletic board chairman, stated. 
He said if Mehre asks for an in- 
terview, he will get one the same 
as other “qualified candidates.” 

Kipke served as head coach at 
Michigan for nine years, during 
which his teams won 46 games, 
lost 25 and tied four. In the last 
four years, his elevens have been 
unable to hit winning strides. 

The board gave no indication as 
to Kipke’s successor, merely an- 
nouncing a committee had been se- 
lected to interview “qualified 
gpa who might apply for the 
ob. 

Kipke said the announcement 
was a distinct shock and that he 
had not made any plans for the 
future. He intimated he would 
consider several offers he had re- 
ceived to enter business, 

Dismissal of Kipke, who is presi- 
dent of the American Football 
Coaches’ Association, marks the 
only change in the Western con- 
ference coaching lineup since the 
1937 gridiron season ended. 

After an average season in 1929 
in which his team won five and 
lost three, Kipke embarked on a 
winning streak that lasted until 
1934. Michigan tied for the con- 
ference title in 1930 and 1931 and 
captured it outright the next two 
years.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—(#)—The 
1937 Associated Press “Little All-

little in name, but not in statue. 

The team—tfive players from the 
combined south and southwest, 
three from the middle west, two 
from the east and one from the 
Pacific coast—averages better than 
189 pounds over all. It has a line 
scaling 195 from end to end, and. 
a backfield that, despite the pres- 
ence of 160-pound Quarterback 
Burns McKinney, of Hardin-Sim- 
mons, Texas, averages 181 pounds. 

That competition among the 
brilliant 1937 crop of small-col- 
lege backs was tough is attested 
to in the fact that the “Little All- 
America” backfield includes only 
one repeater, Captain Dick Riffle, 
of Albright. Paired with him and 
McKinney, the two-year undefeat- 
ed Texans’ climax runner and ace 
passer, are Wendell Butcher, of 
Gustavus Adolphus (Minn.) and 
Clay Calhoun, of Loyola of New 
Orleans. 

The south and southwest, in ad- 
dition to McKinney and Calhoun, 
also contribute a guard, Elmer 
Cochran, of Murray (Ky.) Teach- 
ers; the other tackle, 212-pound 
Walter Riddle, of Birmingham- 
Southern, and Center Wallace 
Johnson, a converted fullback who 
played for Austin (Texas) and 
was tops among linemen in the 
Texas conference. 

SMALL CLASSIFICATION. 

All of the schools represented 
on the 1937. eleven fall into the 
true Little All-American classifi- 
cation, which means an enrollment 
of not over 1,000 boys and a foot- 
ball schedule largely confined to 
colleges of the same class.

Attended Japanese School. 


Tami came to Agnes Scott last 
year on a scholarship offered by 
the college to a graduate of Gold- 
en Castle College, which she at- 
tended after going to grammar 
school in Tokyo, where her fa- 
ther is a doctor, and to high school 
at an Episcopal mission school. 
She says that her first impres- 
sions of Americans and America 
have not changed much. At first 
she noticed what she calls the 
“sociableness” of Americans and 
that has continued to impress her. 
Asked about famous Japanese 
hospitality, she says that our defi- 
nitions of hospitality are different. 
To the Japanese, it means em- 
phasis on formalities, whereas 
here she is impressed by the 
frankness and familiarity and af- 
fection with which people treat 
each other. * 

Women Are Obedient. 


Another difference is in the po- 
sition of the women. In Japan 
women are still supposed to be 
obedient, quiet, and not to expect 
the courtesy which American men 
show women. Japanese and Amer- 
ican cities are very <nuch alike. 
The Japanese do the same things 
we do but they do them more 
leisurely. The rush and bustle of 
American life amuses Tami. 

Snow is quite common in Ja- 
pan, but Tami declares, particu-

FOR2NEW SCHOOLS 


Projects Are Last of 15 Set 
Up in $275,000 Atlanta 
Bond Issue. 


‘The last two of 15 projects set 
up in the $275,000 school bond is- 
sue of 1935 were started yester- 
day when ground was broken for 
the Samuel Inman building and 
the Washington (negro) school. 

The Inman project will cost 
$40,000 and the Washington proj- 
ect another $65,000. The 15 build- 
ings will have cost $700,000 when 
completed. In addition, the city 
has obtained repairs and other 
work valued at $125,000 and has 
$65,000 left untouched, $50,000. of 
which is earmarked for the Mur- 
phy ahd Maddox Junior High 
schools. Architect’s services were 
obtained for $22,000, said by 
school officials to have been cov- 
ered by the premium on the bond 
sale. The bond improvements are 
valued at $853,000, the difference 
being supplied by the federab gov- 
ernment. 

Government Liberal. 

Thomas W. Clift, school business 
manager, said yesterday that the 
federal government has been “ex- 
ceptionally liberal with Atlanta 
and its school needs.” He estimat- 
ed that Atlanta has had improve- 
ments valued at more than $1l,- 
500,000 since CWA first began 
work, and the city has expended 
less than $300,000 for the entire 
program. 

Ed S. Cook, president of the 
board of education, said he is now 
ready to press the claims of the 
city for $100,000 additions to Mur- 
phy and Maddox Junior High 
schools. The board would provide 
$25,000 for each of the projects 
and the government the remaining 
$75,000 for each. 

“We have applications for these 
two additions already on file with 
the federal government, and we 
should begin at once to move up 
on them and see if we cannot get 
them authorized,” Cook - said. 
“Both are needed badly. The Mad- 
dox undertaking would provide a 
classroom for every child attend- 
ing and eliminate portables. Even 
with the addition to Murphy 
school, we still would have to keep 
hundreds of students in portables.”

HOUSING, BUSINESS 
AT ANNUAL PARLEY 


Rail Official Assails Gov- 
ernment Program at Sa- 
vannah Meeting. 


SAVANNAH, Dec. 9.—(4)—T. 
Mayhew Cunningham, railroad 
vice president, told the Georgia 
Real Estate Association today that 
the proposed national housing act 
is “another scheme to put govern- 
ment into business.” 

W. C. Gilbert Jr., president of 


the association, who also discussed 
the President’s housing proposal] in 
his annual report, declared “it is 
a wonderful time to be in the real 
eae business” and cited rental 
z. 


He said business blocks were 
filling with local merchants and 
expanding chain stores, while the 
government was using millions to 
encourage home building. 

Fred Wessels, Savannah fire in- 
surance executive, urged the real- 
tors to establish an agency to col- 
lect statistics relative to economy 
in government. 

Atlantan Speaks. 


Robert Strickland, Atlanta|. 


banker, said Georgia “could well 
take advantage of building and 
loan plans of the federal govern- 
ment, providing the movement is 
managed carefully and conserva- 
tively by sound business leaders in 
each community.” 

He warned against exploitation 
of home owners by commercial 
builders of poorly constructed resi- 
dences. 

Cunningham said, “The Presi- 
dent’s proposal is to lend money 
for housing construction at a low 
rate of interest and up to 90 per 
cent of the cost, and to encourage 
the formation of companies to 
build houses on a large scale so 
as to reduce the unit cost. 

“It is fairly certain that if this 
policy is followed it will produce 
a state of indigestion in the hous- 
ing industry.” 

Government in Business. 

Cunningham added that “this is 
another scheme to put government 
into business, the inevitable effects 
of which will be to raise taxation 
and chill private initiative and en- 
terprise. 

“Real estate, like everything 
else,” he continued, “is suffering 
from the false economic policies of 
the government. If the govern- 
ment would cease its interference 
with business and its efforts to 
dominate and control business, we 
would see a wonderful uplift in 
business .. .” 

Cunningham assailed the federal 
capital gains tax and the undis- 
tributed profits tax. He termed 
the latter “another monstrosity” 
and “a punishment for thrift and 
conservation.” 

“The social security act,” the 
speaker asserted, “will bleed busi- 
ness to death.” 

Real Estate’s Reality. 

Cunningham declared that “in a 
world which is topsy-turvy, the 
only thing which is very real is 
real estate.” 

“We need not fear Communism 
or Fascism or any of the other 
isms if the land is fairly distrib- 
uted,” he added. “The moment a 
man owns a piece of land, he and 
his family have a_ stake in the 
country, for which he will fight.” 

Cunningham declared that “la- 
bor and business are inexorably 
bound together,” and added, “if 
business is regimented, labor can- 
not escape the same fate.” 

“There is no royal road to re- 
covery,” he concluded. “We will 
not prosper except through hard 
work and thrift and through initi- 
ation and enterprise.”
